No claims have been amended, added, or cancelled. Hence, Claims 1-24 are 
pending in the application. 



TELEPHONIC INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

The Examiner is thanked for the telephonic interview of January 21, 2005. 
Applicants' Attorneys Christian Nicholes and Brian Hickman, and Examiners Patrick 
Santos and Safet Metjahic, participated in the interview. 

In the interview, the Applicants' Attorneys explained that even the combination of 
the cited references, U.S. Patent Number 5,878,415 by Olds ("Olds") and "Database 
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Systems: Principles, Design, & Implementation" by Ricardo ("Ricardo"), would not 
produce the method of Claim 1. The Applicants' Attorneys explained that, even if it 
were possible to combine the cited references, the combination would appear to result in 
a hierarchy of the kind shown in Ricardo's Figure 10.3, except with the inheritable access 
control lists of Olds associated with the "organizational" records/nodes of Ricardo. The 
Applicants' Attorneys explained that such a result still lacked any documents associated 
with the "organizational" records/nodes, and that there did not appear to be any reason to 
associate access control lists with "organizational" records/nodes anyway, because 
organizational entities are not the kinds of things to which access typically is or needs to 
be controlled. 

Examiner Santos said that a valid rejection of Claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 103 would 
require an additional reference that has not been made of record. Examiner Santos 
agreed to re-open prosecution of this matter, perform an additional search, and determine 
the patentability of Claim 1 based on the results of the additional search.
